HOW  THE  UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY 
BUILDS  ITS  COLLECTION 


The  University  Library  collection  is 
tested  three  or  four  thousand  times  every 
day  by  individual  readers  searching  for 
particular  books  and  particular  pieces  of 
information.  The  fact  that  it  so  often  pro- 
duces the  wanted  volume,  is  the  direct  result 
of  persistent  co-operation  between  the 
Library  and  generations  of  professors  and 
lecturers. 

For  the  collection  to  be  complete  in  any 
important  field  of  study  is  quite  impossible. 
The  world’s  current  annual  production  of 
books  is  now  estimated  to  be  approximately 

320.000  separate  titles,  and  the  total  num- 
ber of  books,  articles,  reports,  reviews,  and 
other  publications  probably  exceeds  10,000,- 
000  yearly.  This  great  mass  of  publication 
contains  much  that  is  worthless  or  repeti- 
tious, but  the  mass  itself  is  so  great  that  it 
is  extremely  difficult  for  any  person  to  know 
what  is  being  published  in  his  field,  let 
alone  for  him  to  know  which  publications 
are  important  for  him.  Several  international 
organizations  ( most  notably,  the  Interna- 
tional Federation  of  Documentation)  are 
seeking  new  methods  of  publication  and 
notification  and  information-retrieval  by 
which  the  “bibliographic  explosion”  may  be 
controlled;  meanwhile  university  libraries 
continue,  as  well  as  they  can,  to  select  and 
buy  the  material  most  urgently  needed. 

Of  the  world’s  publications,  old  and  new, 
libraries  on  our  campus  (including  the  col- 
lege libraries ) last  year  acquired  about 

47.000  items,  bringing  their  total  up  to 
about  1,335,000  items.  According  to  figures 
published  in  College  and  Research  Libraries 
(January,  1960),  there  are  thirteen  other 


university  libraries  on  this  continent  with 
larger  collections. 

Selection  of  material  for  purchase,  either 
for  our  central  collection  or  our  departmental 
collections,  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Chief 
Librarian,  but  he  could  not  possibly  carry 
out  this  task  without  the  help  and  advice 
of  the  teaching  departments.  In  practice, 
each  professor  and  lecturer  recommends 
purchases  within  his  own  special  field  of 
knowledge,  to  meet  the  immediate  needs 
of  his  students  and  the  predictable  needs 
of  those  who  are  likely  to  do  research.  These 
recommendations  are  forwarded  to  the 
Library  usually  through  the  head  of  the 
teaching  division  or  through  his  committee 
on  book  selection,  and  thus  each  subject 
specialist  has  an  opportunity,  indeed  a re- 
sponsibility, to  help  build  the  best  possible 
collection  in  his  own  subject.  The  library 
staff  also  takes  an  active  part  in  selecting 
general  works,  bibliographies,  and  other 
titles  necessary  for  the  proper  maintenance 
of  the  collection,  and  in  suggesting  purchases 
of  titles  needed  as  extra  copies.  It  is  for  the 
Chief  Librarian  to  balance  all  these  recom- 
mendations against  the  available  funds,  and 
to  attempt  to  maintain  a judicious  balance 
within  the  collection. 

It  is  important  that  there  should  continue 
to  be  close  co-operation  between  the  teach- 
ing staff  and  the  Library  in  order  to  ensure 
that  all  subjects  are  systematically  covered, 
and  to  ensure  that  all  additions  to  the  col- 
lection are  relevant  to  present  or  anticipated 
programmes  of  teaching  and  research.  With- 
out these  things,  the  collection  could  not 
long  continue  to  stand  up  to  its  daily  testing.

John  H.  Sword 


John  H.  Sword  has  been  chosen  as  execu- 
tive assistant  to  the  president.  Dr.  Bissell 
said  Mr.  Sword  would  take  over  his  new 
duties  July  1 when  Dr.  Murray  Ross  resigns 
as  vice-president  to  become  full-time  presi- 
dent of  York  University. 

Mr.  Sword,  45,  has  been  secretary  of  the 
School  of  Graduate  Studies  for  12  years. 

A native  of  Saskatoon,  he  earned  his  B.A. 
at  the  University  of  Manitoba  and  his  M.A. 
here.  He  was  a high  school  teacher  in 
Winnipeg  for  six  years  and  then  served  as 
an  instructor  for  RCAF  aircrew  during  World 
War  II.  He  joined  the  administration  staff 
of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  in  1947. 


D.  J.  Le  Roy  and 

Growing  enrolment  and  a steady  increase 
in  research  projects  have  resulted  in  the 
appointment  of  two  new  department  heads. 
The  president  said  Prof.  D.  J.  Le  Roy 
would  take  over  the  department  of  chemistry, 
and  Prof.  J„  G.  Breckenridge  the  Depart- 
ment of  Chemical  Engineering  and  Applied 
Chemistry.  Both  appointments  take  effect 
July  1. 

In  recent  years  the  Department  of  Chem- 
istry has  been  administered  by  Dr.  A.  R. 
Gordon  who  is  also  dean  of  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies.  Graduate  students  in- 
creased 15  per  cent  in  the  past  year  to 
1,665  divided  among  54  different  courses. 
Chemical  Engineering  has  been  administered 
by  Dr.  R.  R.  McLaughlin,  who  is  also  dean 
of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  En- 
gineering. In  this  faculty  of  nine  divisions, 
enrolment  jumped  from  1,600  to  2,100  in 
a few  years. 

Born  in  Detroit  46  years  ago,  Prof.  Le 
Roy  came  to  Toronto  as  a child.  He  gradu- 
ated from  University  College  and  then 


Mr.  Sword  served  for  several  years  as 
secretary  of  the  national  executive,  Canadian 
Association  for  Adult  Education  and  several 
of  its  committees.  He  spent  five  years  as 
secretary  of  the  Canadian  Hazen  Committee. 
This  group,  sponsored  by  the  Hazen  Foun- 
dation of  New  Haven,  arranged  conferences 
to  study  the  impact  of  the  university  on  the 
student.  In  1949  he  was  secretary  of  the 
Innis  Seminar  on  Communications,  in  1951 
secretary  of  the  UNESCO  study  committee 
of  the  National  Farm  Radio  Forum,  and 
served  from  1953  to  1955  as  secretary  of 
the  executive  committee,  Canadian  Institute 
on  Public  Affairs. 


. G.  Breckenridge 

entered  the  Graduate  School  where  he  won 
his  Ph.D.  in  physical  chemistry.  After  a 
year  with  the  Ontario  Research  Foundation, 
and  four  years  with  the  National  Research 
Council  at  Ottawa,  he  joined  the  University 
teaching  staff  as  an  assistant  professor  in 
1944.  He  was  appointed  professor  of  chem- 
istry in  1950. 

A fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada 
and  of  the  Chemical  Institute  of  Canada, 
Prof.  Le  Roy  is  the  author  of  more  than  50 
scientific  papers  and  has  an  international 
reputation  in  the  field  of  photochemistry. 

Prof.  Breckenridge,  54,  is  a native  of  To- 
ronto. He  was  educated  at  U.T.S.,  Upper 
Canada,  R.M.C.,  the  University  of  Toronto, 
and  Cambridge  University,  where  he  won 
his  Ph.D.  in  1939.  On  his  return  to  Canada 
he  joined  the  teaching  staff  here  and  was 
appointed  professor  in  1951. 

A fellow  of  the  Chemical  Institute  of 
Canada,  Prof.  Breckenridge  is  the  author  of 
scientific  papers  dealing  mainly  with  struc- 
ture and  properties  of  analytical  reagents. 
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K.  J.  R.  Wightman  succeeds  Ray  Farquharson 


Dr.  K.  J.  R.  Wightman  has  been  ap- 
pointed head  of  the  Department  of  Medicine 
and  Sir  John  and  Lady  Eaton  Professor  of 
Medicine  at  the  University,  and  Physician- 
in-Chief  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital. 
Dr.  Wightman  took  undergraduate  training 
at  this  University,  graduating  first  in  his 
class  in  1937,  and  continued  his  studies  at 
the  Toronto  General  Hospital  and  Cam- 
bridge, England.  During  World  War  II,  he 
served  overseas  as  a Major  in  the  Canadian 
Army,  posted  to  casualty  clearing  stations. 
He  joined  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  in  1947 
as  an  associate  and  was  appointed  professor 
in  1958.  Earlier  this  year  he  gave  the  lec- 
ture in  medicine  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons in  Montreal.  He  is  known  particularly 
for  his  studies  of  the  blood. 

In  all  three  positions,  Dr.  Wightman  will 
succeed  Dr.  Ray  Farquharson,  who  is 
retiring  June  30.  One  of  the  Faculty’s  most 
distinguished  members,  Dr.  Farquharson  has 
been  associated  with  the  University  since 


he  registered  in  Medicine  in  1917.  After 
graduation,  he  held  a Fellowship  in  Bac- 
teriology for  a year,  continued  his  training  at 
the  Toronto  General  Hospital  and  in  1927 
went  to  Boston  as  Alexander  McPhedran 
Research  Fellow  in  Clinical  Medicine.  He 
joined  the  staff  of  the  University  in  1929  as 
a Demonstrator,  became  Assistant  Professor 
of  Medicine  in  charge  of  Therapeutics  in 
1935,  and  became  head  of  the  department 
and  Sir  John  and  Lady  Eaton  Professor  in 
1947,  when  Dr.  Duncan  Graham  retired. 

During  World  War  II,  Dr.  Farquharson 
was  awarded  an  M.B.E.  for  his  services  as 
consultant  in  Medicine  to  the  R.C.A.F.  After 
the  war,  he  served  as  a member  of  the  De- 
fence Research  Board.  In  1957,  after  sev- 
eral years  with  the  National  Research  Coun- 
cil, he  became  its  Vice-President  (Medical). 
He  has  served  as  President  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Canada,  and  holds  honorary  degrees  from 
University  of  British  Columbia,  Saskatche- 
wan and  Laval.
